TEXT OF LETTER 
. The letter, in part, follows: 


American public should 
know the situation as it really ex- 


state that ‘there are ninety 
government hospitals with a total 
bed capacity of 28,412 beds, 10,191 
of which are unoccupied.’ This 
latter assertion has been given 
wide national publicity as a denia! 
that further hospital construction 
is necessary. 

“The impression is gained from 
your statement that there beds are 
available for sick and disabied 
service men. On the face of the 
report which the Veterans’ Bureau 
publishes biweekly, containing this 
information, it ‘states in capital 
letters ‘this report is to be used 
for administrative purposes only. 
Total unoccupied beds cannot be 
interpreted that all are available 
on account of character of hospi- 
tals and geographic location.’ This 
is just what the American Legion 
— and what your statement de- 


“You have absolutely ignored, 
and not mentioned in any way the 
fact clearly stated in the same re- 
port that there were 6611 patients 
in contract hospitals, 4517 of 
whom are mental and nervous 
cases and 2774 of whom are tu- 
bercular. It is for these men that 
we demand the best the country 
can give. The fact that you have 
omitted these men from your 
statement to Congress again con- 
vinces us that you fall to compre- 
hend the nature of this problem 
and the tremendous changes that 
have been effected in medical sci- 
ence during and since the war. 


BASED ON CONDITIONS 

“The situation that really exists 
is that many of the ninety-nine 
hospitals listed as government hos- 
pitals are only emergency build- 
ings leased from year to year, 
which the government abandons as 
soon as proper hospitalization can 
be secured in government-owned 
hospitals. It is not on statistics 
that the Legion's plea for proper 
hospitalization is but on 
constant daily observation of con- 
ditions and personal contact with 
the situation in every one of the 
fourteen districts. 

“On a Visit to a near-by hospital 
I found the following situation: 
Three men were hospitalized in one 
room, one of them a mental case, 
another a general surgical case 
and the third suffering from tu- 
berculosisa. The mental case es- 
caped one night and was recap- 
tured wandering about the vicin- 
ity in his pajamas. He was put 
back in the room and the next 
night killed the tubercular patient 
with a chair while the surgical 
patient looked on helplessly.”

Thirty - seven Asserted 
Members of Mob Charged 
With Felony 


Thirty-seven men who are sald 
to have been members of the mob 
which on the night ot April 22 last 
raided the home of Fidel and Ma- 


thias Elduayen near Inglewood, 
today will go on trial in Depart- 
ment 12 of the Superior Court to 
answer the charges of felony which 
have been placed against them as 
a result of the raid. The trial has 
become popularly known as the 
trial of the Ku Klux Klan for it is 
contended by the prosecution that 
most of the men who have been 
indicted were members of the Klan 
and that the Klan was responsibie 
for the raid. 

During the battle which raged 
around the Elduayen home three 
men were shot, one of them fatal 
ly.

The 
host of the curious swarmed over 
the station area, examined the 
wrecked cars and trooped through 
the muddy bed of the creek to miss 
thing. 
“The division local with a Satur- 
day crowd from Hoxie, Ark., Pop- 
lar Bluff, Mo., and other points, 
was running about two hours be- 
hind schedule.

New Bucket Shop Practice 
Tried in New York 


Operators Make “Cleaning,” 
Then Disappear 


District ‘Attorney's Office 


DISPATCH! 

NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—Dist.- 
Atty. Banton has begun an inves- 
tigation on & new bucket-shop 
practice known as “dynamiting or- 
ders.” “Dynamiting” described 
as taking money from an investor, 
giving him nothing in return — 

ing into hiding before he 
— to discover that he has been 
robbed. 

The “dynamiters” start, accord- 
ing to Asst. Dist.-Atty. Benjamin 
F Schreiber, with a list of small 
holders of stocks. Telephoning to 
a man with three or four shares of 
some forlorn and forsaken line of 
stock, they tell him that there is 
a sudden demand for that stock, 
but that the demand is entirely 
for ten-share lotsa. They advise 
him, therefore, to buy six or seven 
more shares, thus making up «4 
ten-share lot, and then unload it 
on some of the eager purchasers 
who have newly appeared on the 
market. The “dynamiter” offers 
his services to purchase the miss- 
i six or seven Shares He re- 
quires a check from the proposed 
victim in advance of the purchase, 

In many cases the dynamiter“ 
arranges that the first two or three 
dabbles of his victim are success- 
ful, thus enticing a larger sum for 
investment. One of the complain- 
ants told the District Attorney 
that he had been led on by this 
sort of encouragement unt he 
discovered that $7000 had been 
“dynamited”’ from him. This man 
wrote Gov. Miller a description of 
the manner in which he had been 
entrapped in the high explosive 
stock deals. 

About a score of others have 
made complaints. Most of the 
“dynamiters,” as soon as they had 
blown up a large group of victims, 
gave up their offices and disap- 

Bome have been traced to 
where they opened 
new “dynamiting” offices. 

Some of these explosions have 
been carried out, according to the 
District Attorney, by men repre- 
senting themselves to be friends 
and helpers of the Attor- 


ney.

RAW STOCK AGREEMENT IS 
TWO-FIFTHS CENTS 
PER FOOT 
_ 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—late 
yesterday the Senate finance com- 
mittee agreed to a committee 
amendment to the tariff mn which 
places a duty of two-fifths of a 
cent on raw films. The bill carried 
originally a rate of one cent per 
foot for this unexposed film and 
there has been raging a contest 
between those who desired to im- 
port films and the producers of 
American raw film, notably East- 
man of Rochester, N. T. Finally 
a meeting in New York was ar- 
ranged and all those interested 
are reported to have agreed to the 
two-fifths of a cent per foot rate. 
In any event the Senate finance 
committee will offer this rate with 

its approval. 

On the exposed film the House 
placed a rate of 30 per cent of the 
value of the film and the Senate 
has provided for the Underwood 
tariff! rate of 3 cents per foot. 
This difference of opinion will go 
to the conferees with the chances 
better than even that the Senate 
rate will prevail. 

Bome 400 foreign pictures are 
declared to have been imported in 
recent years into this country and 
only three have made any money 
according to the information furn- 
ished the committee. If the House 
rate were enacted and the valua-

FOREIGN SERVICE Is GETTING 
ON EQUAL BASIS WITH 
THAT OF HUROPE 
— 

WASHINGTON, Aug. — Prog - 
ress in the effort to put the for- 
eign service of the United States 
on an even footing with the trained 
diplomatic corps of European na- 
tions is noted in a report issued to- 
day by. the committee on foreign 
service of the National Civil Serv- 
ice Reform League. 

The report gives the results of 
the committee's examination of the 
record of appointments in the dip- 
lomatic and consular services dur- 
ing the first year of the Harding 
administration. This, of course, 
seems to indicate, the report states, 
that “an earnest effort has been 
made to retain the services of men 
of experience and to appoint to 
diplomatic positions persons with 
qualifications in diplomacy.” 

Of the total of nine ambaesadors 
appointed by President Harding, 
the report says, five are 1 who 
had previous experience in the dip- 


lomatic service. 

Of the thi ministers now serv- 
ing in the plomatic corps, the 
committee found six of the ap- 
appointees were men of previous 
diplomatic experience an eight 
were appointees of previous admin- 
istrations retained by the present 
administration. 

A still better showing was found 
by the committee in its examina- 
tion of appointments in the consu- 
lar „ where there has been 
“an unequaled record of adherence 
to the merit .ystem.”

Some of the members 
of the Governor's party rolled «4 
few rocks over the brink of the 
precipice, with the idea of decid- 
ing the theory of a Southern Ari- 
zona engineer, that a perfectly 
sufficient dam could be construct- 
ed by merely biasti off the top 
and thus filling up the ‘river bed 
below. The experiment was not 
conclusive. It was not considered 
attended by favorable results, for 
the boulders seemed to disinte- 
grate before they even reached 
the bed of the stream.

At this site the river ts 
only 350 feet wide, and now it is 
proposed to erect there a suspen- 
sion bridge at a cost of about 
$150,000, in which tt Is hoped that 
there will be co-operation of the 
Federal government, the State, 
Coconino county and the Indian 
Bureau. This briage, being on a 
much higher level, will obviate 
the present necessity for precip- 
tous descent to the river at Lee's 
Ferry and for the equally trouble- 
some climb out to the northward 
up Paria Creek, although a new 
road would need to be construct- 
ed on the north side.

VENTURA, Aug. 6.—Venture 
County le going strong for Charles

“Even us lawyers are ready to

Moore- 
for-Senator Clubs have already 
been tentatively organised in every 
city and town in the county, and 
the active campaign started today. 


COUNTY BEING ORGANIZED 

For several weeks the work has 
been going on, ever since the an- 
nouncement was made that Moore 
would run; in fact, prominent men 
and women are being chosen in 
every district in the county to 
work for Moore m now until 
the primary election on August 
29. and it is a certainty that Moore 
will get a much larger vote in Ven- 
tura County than will his op- 
ponent for the Republican nom 
ination for U. & Senator. 

The records show that Hiram 
Johnson never received «4 
large vote in this county in any 
of his campaigns, not even when 
he ran for governor, and that what 
small popularity he hed at that 
time has been on the wane ever 
since. The talk of the Moore en- 
thusiaste now is that it can be 
made almost unanimous for Moore 
in this election with the right ef- 
fort, and the effort is being made. 


One surprising result of the 
canvases thus far in this county is 
the bringing out of the fact that 
a large number of those who were 
so pronounced in their expressions 
of liking fer Hiram Johnson in 
campatens of the past are not to 
be found now.

THE REGULATIONS 

Regulations adopted by the At- 
torney-General's office to keep poll- 
ties out of public service provide 
that “no person in the executive 
civil service Shall use his official 
authority or influence for the pur- 
pose of interfering with an elec- 
tion or affecting the result thereof 
Presidential appointees 
and persons not in the classified 
service also are amenable to the 
statute forbidding the use of of- 
ficial authority or influence to 
coerce the political action of any 
person or body. 

“In addition, the following rule 
is hereby promulgated governing 
the political activity of Presiden- 
tial appointees and persons not in 
the classified service: 

“No Presidential appointee or 
other unclassified employee of the 
Department of Justice will here- 
after be permitted to hold a posi- 
tion as a member of a. political 
committee that solicite funds; to 
diaplay such obtrusive partisan- 
ship as to cause public scandal; to 
attempt to manipulate party pri- 
maries or conventions; to assume 
the active conduct of a political 
campaign; to use his position to in- 
terfere with an election or to af-
